Touching further upon the law, the 
court says in effect, that the act is 
not separable 
so that parts 
of it 
might be subject to referendum and

obtained “to certain definite purposes 
and no other.” These are enumerated 
as a rotary fund, to refund taxes un­ 
lawfully collected, to the State High­

“ The ex periment station has also 
conferred directly with the m a n u f a c ­ 
turers of fertilizer material and has 
encourag ed them to manufacture the 
brands of fertilizers that oug ht to be 
used in this state. 
The result of these 
efforts has been very g ratify ing . 
The 
manufacturer on one hand has pushed 
the sa le of g ood fertilizers adapted to 
Missouri conditions, and the farmer on 
the other hand has followed the ad­ 
vice of the ex periment station, to his 
g reat profit.” 
Prog ress in Michig an is clearly in­ 
dicated by the following statement 
made by Prof. O. R. Price in a recent 
issue of the Michig an Farmer: 
“ In 19 12 5 0 per cent of the brands 
sampled were low-analy sis ma teria l; 
in 19 17 , 6 8 per cent were low analy sis; 
in 19 22, 31 per cent, and in 19 23 only 
17 per cent.” 
Manufacturers are rapidly reducing 
tlie number of g rades offered for sale 
and increasing the actual plant-food 
content of those fertilizers that are 
sold.

Certain ones of these are 
now recog nized by the botanists and 
plant patholog ists as “ deterioration” 
diseases. 
It has a lwa y s been a the-! 
ory of farmers and ex perienced g row -; 
ers that potatoes "run out,” say s Pro­ 
fessor Holley of the North Dakota 
Colleg e of Ag riculture. 
The best ex perts in the potato busi­ 
ness also admit that potatoes often 
do “ run out,” become quite worthless 
as to type, etc. 
These deterioration 
diseases which are now being studied 
have alway s ex isted, but were not 
recog nized. 
They are of such nature 
that under ordinary metlwjds of cul­ 
tivation and handling , potatoes may 
be ex pected to run out. 
We are, how­ 
ev er, quite hopeful that potatoes can 
be kept from running out.
